Perkins suggested that the Gov- 
ernment appoint a commission to in- 
vestigate the status of trusts and to 
recommend just what would be 
proper to prevent unmoral dealings 
by them before more drastic action 
for their dissolution were wunder- 
taken. 

He also suggested that large busi- 
ness combinations should give to the 
Federal Government all facts concern- 
ing their capital and business, so 
that, without Government ownership, 
there would be supervision and pub- 
licity, as now required from banks 
and railroads. ; 

“We should try to regulate before 
we strangulate,” he concluded.

Invitations Cause

to Finish Work. 


Too much entertainment for the three 


Governors who are in St. Louis writing 
a brief for presentation to the United 
States Supreme Court in the state rail- 
way rates cases drove Govs. Harmon, 
Hadley and Aldrich — into seclusion 
Wednesday. 

The Governors found it necessary to 
make progress with their work to seek 
a law office where their presence would 
not be known to outsiders. The Gov- 
ernors were invited to a luncheon and 
dinner Tuesday, and to the Veiled Pro- 
phet’s ball Tuesday night. There were 
also numerous invitations for Wednes- 
day. 

They decided to accept but one—the 
invitation to have luncheon at the City 
Club, Wednesday noon. 

The governors left. the Jefferson Ho- 
tel early Wednesday and went to the 
law office of Johnson, Houts, Mariatt & 
Hawes, in the Third National Bank 
Building. There they got their papers, 
and then disappeared. 

The governors are eager to finish 
their brief Wednesday.

TENER ORDERS 
A RIGID INQUIRY 
INTO DAM TRAGEDY 


Visits Stricken Town of Austin; 
Tells Attorney-General to 
Go the Limit: 


AUSTIN, Pa., Oct. 4—Gov, Tener Has 
ordered the Attorney-General of Penn- 
sylvania to make a thorough inveétiga- 
tion of the breaking of the dam at ‘Aus- 
tin. The Attorney-General’s orders are 
to fix the responsibility and if the evi- 
dence justifies it to prosecute those cul- 
pable both criminally and civilly “to the 
limit.”’ 

Bills will be introduced, it is said, at 
the naxt session of the Legislature to 
put the plan and construction of all 
dams under State control. 

Gov. Tener told the Post-Dispatch cer- 
respondent his visit was partly an ex- 
pression of sympathy. 

“I do not care to diccuss the investi- 
gation feature now,” he said, “‘but there 
will be a rigid one, and as Governor I 
will insist upon the enforcement of the 
law if criminal negligence should be 
proved.” 

The cry in Austin today is, ‘Punish 
the men who are responsible for the 
destruction of our town and thé death 
of our people;.fix the guilt.” 

A strange state of af@irs exists in 
Austin. The more promineat business 
men of the little town will not be 
quoted as saying they desire an inves- 
tigation of the disaster, mor will they 
criticise the Bayless Pulp and Paper 
Co. in any way for publication. 

The cause of this is plain. These 
men say candidly that it rests with 
the Bayless company whether or not 
the town is.to be rebuilt. If the com- 
pany removes its mill to some othér 
place the town of Austin will no longer 
appear on the maps. There would be 
no employment for. its citizens. 

Bayless is still said to be prostrated, 
He has made no effort of assistance to 
the people of Austin, and has sent no 
representative here, it is declared. The 
District Attorney told a Post-Dispatch 
correspondent that there might be 
ground for civil suits, as well as ¢rimi- 
nal prosecution, if negligence could be 
proved.

It has been represented to us 
that for lack of a safe place to play, 
many children have been injured by 
alitomobiles and wagons in the city 
atreets surrounding the tract. 
“While we are not dedicating the 
tract as a public playground or in 
any way relinquishing our control of it, 
we want to assure the children that 
they may play upon it to their hearts’ 
content and that they will no longer 
be chased away by policemen as they 
hitherto have .been. 
“We will not put any playground im- 
provements into the park, but we will 
permit the children to put up goal 
posts and lay out baseba]! diamonds 
“Children will be free at all times 
to use the tract.

PANAMA MINISTER | 
RECALLED. CALLSIT | 


Republic'Fears His Candidacy 
for That Office. 


PRESIDENT MAKES PLANS 
Will Quit His Office and Then 


Become a Candidate for 
Re-Election. 





WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—Political 
trickery, spying of the Panama gov- 





ernment on its own legation here and 


' chicanery designed to ple his can- 
c:dacy for the presidency, resulted in 
the recall today of Dr. Belisario Por- 


ras, Panama Minister to the United 
Stetes, according to Dr. Porras. He 
attributes the whole affair to a politi- 


| .al intrigue of President Arosemena. 


Dr. Porras, on his return from New 
York, where he had gone to bring to 
this city his wife, whom he had married 
by proxy several weeks ago, found the 
announcing his recall. He 
| sald the cablegram had been timed by 
| his political enemies to reach Washing- 
ton on the arrival of his wife, who has 
been made ill by the developments. 

According to Dr. Porras, the people 
at the time of the election of Obaldia 
and Arosemena, the Conservative candi- 
dates for President and Vice-President, 
respectively, wanted Dr. Porras, a Ib- 
eral, for their head, but hasty telegrams 
to Dr. Porras, then in Chile, said that 
the only way to save the Government 
was for him to throw his strength to the 
Conservative party, which he did. 

Dr. Porras made a remarkable state- 
ment of the peculiar’ condition under 
which he has béen laboring in Wash- 
In substance this was that 
there was sent as his attache at the le- 
gation soon after his own appointment, 
Jose G. Batalla, a close friend of Presi- 
dent Arosemena. Later there came a 
young man named Ossa, who had been 
studying the police system in New York, 
for the Panama Government. The Jat- 
ter was made private secretary to Dr. 
Porras. 

Spies in His Suite. 

A little difficulty .between these two 
men developed at the legation, where- 
upon Ossa told Dr. Porras that Bat- 
talla had been sent here by the Pan- 
ama president to spy on the Minister 
and to learn anything adverse to him. 
As a proof Ossa asked that Battalla 
be called into the room. This was done. 
The Minister asked if the charges made 
by Ossa -were true. Battalla replied 
that they were. 

Dr. Porras said that a week later Bat- 
talla disappeared and that later Ossa 
and Battalla, who, after the incident at 
the legation had expressed theniselves 
as enemies, were seen occupying the 
same cabin on a vesse] bound for Pan- 
ama. 

As Battalla had been the confidant of 
Dr. Porras, the Minister said he be- 
Neved that his every move was com- 


municated to Arosemena and that he/ 


(Porras) was charged with being a 
traitor because he had married his Costa 
Rican wife in the midst, ef the boundary 
dispute. 

Called a Traitor. 

Later it was charged that he did not 
nave the interest of his Government at 
heart because he had made a verbal 
offer to the State Department of the 
Island of Charco for an American coal- 
ing station. This offer was made be- 
cause the United States could get the 
islands of Gallipagas which belongs tu 
Ecuador. 

When Ossa and Battalla went back 
to Panama they are known to ‘have 
secretly taken with them the original 
of a platform mapped out by Minister 
Porras, which he was te use if he 
should -become President. 

It is likely to be some time before 
Dr. Porras will leave: Washington for 
Panama. If he should te nominated 
for the Presidency on the Liberal ticket, 
the Minister said today, he would ac- 
cept. 

s 

Members of the National Liberal 
directory state that they consider the 
action of the cabinet in recalling 
Porras as the result of political in- 
trigues of his enemies, who fear that 
the presence of Porras in the Ameri- 
can capital may interfere with 
theig plans for the re-election of 
Arosemena. 

President Arosemena states that 
he will make use of the permissio1, 
grantei hin by the Supreme Cour 
and relinquish the presidency next 
February and will then be a ocandi- 
dete for re-election. The Constitution 
of Panama provides that no oitisen 
may be a candidate for the presi- 
dency “whe has discharged the du- 
ties of the office with the six months 
preceding the day of election.” 


Recall Decided on at Cabinet Meeting.

Indignantly denying that she was a 
kissiess bride, Mrs. Anna Pearl Fisher 
of 4157 Morgan street says she will pro- 
duce in court letters written by her hus- 
band in which he acknowledged that he 
was to blame for their separation. 

The husband, Nathan W. Fisher, an 
insurance agent, Tuesday filed a cross- 
bill to Mrs. Fisher’: divorce suit and 
among other things he aliceged that his 
bride refused to permit .im to, kiss her 
when they were going to their honey- 


moon home in a carriage immediately 
after the wedding ceremony. 
\ Calls It. Absurd. 

‘That statement is absurd,” said Mrs. 
Fisher to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
Wednesday. “I was very much in love 
with my husband.”’ 

Mrs. Fisher is 26 years old. Since 
the separation last March she has been 
living with her mother, Mrs. Scammel. 

“It is true,” she said, “that two 
months after our marriage my hus- 
band and I, while:on a street car, met 
@ young man whom I had known 
when I was single. This young man 
was to be married in a short time an-:] 
i joxed with him about it, but : 
husband put a wrong construction on 
what I said. 

“I told the young man I -was glad to 
see he was following my example in 
gétting married. My husband seemed 
to think I was warning my former 


ample and remain single. I do not 
remember -that in this conversation I 
referred to Mr. Fisher as my ‘old man.’ 
If I did it was just a joke.” 

Were Reconciled Later. 

Mrs. Fisher says her conversation with 
the young man about to be married 
made Fisher so angry that he jumped 
from the car. When he failed to return 
home that night she went to her moth- 
er’s. Three days later there was a reo 
onciliation. 

“My husband became angry one night 
because I went to visit my mother,” 
said Mrs, Fisher. ‘“‘When I returned 
home I found the doors locked. A year 
ago, after he had beaten me, I went to 
mother’s. He followed me there .and 
got: into the house when we were all in 
bed. 

“‘He pulled me out of bed in my night- 
elethes and tried to carry me away. My 
two brothers fought with him. It is not 
true, as he says, that they beat him 
with beer bottles or that I encouraged 
them in the fight. I ran back to my 
room and locked myself in. My broth- 
ers did beat him and I think he de- 
served® it.”

Since then Fisher has 
been permitted to see the child two days 
each week.

“In all of them,” she said, “he ad- 
mitted that his temper was the cause of 
our disagreement and in some of them 
he told me that the separation had 
driven him to drink.

Row of Cheap Houses Put Up 
Across Way in Washington and 
Blacks Swarm There.

WASHINGTON, Oct hen Justice 


Charles E. Hughes of the Supreme Court 
takes possession of his $100,000 home, 
which will De finished in a few weeks, he 
will be the only white man living in 
the block which his house faces. 

Soon after President Taft appointed 
Gov. Hughes to the Supreme Court he 
came to Washington and spent several 
days looking for a house. He was not 
satisfied with anything on the market, 
and rented a large, old-fashioned house 
in Massachusetts avenue (extended) for 
his first season. 

Then he and Mrs. Hughes spent many 
afternoons house-hunting, but they were 
disappointed again, and then decided to 
build. Justice Hughes said at the time 
that as he expected to spend the greater 
part of his fife in this city, he wished 
to have a home that satisfied him in 
every particular. 

For a long time he debated whether 
he would build in Massachusetts avenue 
or. Sixteenth street, the most select 
streets in the city. He chose the latter 
finally, and bought a good-sized lot on 
the corner of Sixteenth and V streets. 

The lot has a frontage In Sixteenth 
street of about 80 feet, and 100 on V 
street. In order to have an effective 
entrance he decided to have the resi- 
dence. face V street. There was no 
other house of any sort in V street. 
The property had been held for years 
at a high price and remained vacant. 
Shortly after work was started on the 
Hughes home the entire frontage on 
hoth sides of “V street between Six- 
teenth and Seventeenth streets was an- 
nounced for sale at a greatly reduced 
price. The land was sold and bought in 
by a speculative builder, who started 
the construction of 3 two-story ‘“‘box’”’ 
houses. 

The houses were completed six weeks 
-before the roof was on the Hughes 
house. The houses did not appeal to 
white purchasers or tenants and were 
offered to: negroes who Hastened to lo- 
cate in such a “swell’’ neighborhood. 

Although they have been on the mar- 
ket but a short time seventeen of them 
are occupied. 

The negro residents of the national 
Capital are famous for the size of their 


families. Their children are usually en- } 


dowed with healthy lungs and like to’ 
play in the middle of the streets. 

When Justice Hughes purchased the 
lot for his home Sixteenth and V streets 
was considered ene of the quietest lo- 
cations in the elty. There were no 
street cars within two blecks and no 
other annoyances, 


PLATINUM ADVANCES 
TO $47.50 AN OUNCE 


Metal Now Sells for Two and 4 
Half Times as Much as Gold, 


and Is Going Higher. 


NEW YORE, Oct. 4—Platinum has 
been advancing rapidly in prices re- 
cently and today it is quoted in Malid- 
en Lane at $47.50 an ounce. This is 
the highest price on recorg, and in- 
dicates an advarice of $5 an ounce 
since the first of the year. Local 
dealers predict a further increase. 

The present advance was nearly 
equaled several years ago. The price 
was $18.50 im 1906, with only a 
languid demand, but early itn 1906 
the sales began to increase and prices 
advanced ‘until in December of that 
year it reached $40 an ouhce. A de- 
cline stated in February, 1907, and 
continued until August, 1908, when 
the price declined to $20 an ounce. 
The present , upward movement 
started soon afterward. 

At today’s quotation platinum is 
worth nearly two and a halt times as 
much as gold.

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| A $5000 BABY SAVING FUND. 

The Pure Milk and Free Ice Fund for this year 
is within a few dollars of a round $5000, being 
over $300 more than the total of the former rec- 
ord-breaking year, 1906. This means that the 
Pure Milk Commission, which was the outcome 
of the Post-Dispatch crusade to save the babies, 
will be better able to meet its expenses of from 
$12,000 to $18,000 a year for pure milk, and that 
the King’s Daughters, who have distributed the 
free ice, will have no deficit. Better than this, 
it means that the lives of many more babies 
have been saved during a season of exceptionally 
high temperature when, but for the pure milk 
and ice, the increase in infant mortality would 
have been alarming. 

In carrying out this best of all charitable works, 
the readers of the Post-Dispatch, and especially 
the children who have been the mainstay of the 
fund, are co-operating in the task shared by the 
people of other cities and civilized countries. In 
New York, the pure milk distribution with its 
accompanying education of the mothers, has re- 
sulted in reducing the infant mortality 50 per 
cent. Boston, Philadelphia and other cities are 
doing a similar work; and France has practically 
checked its population decrease through the 
nation-wide movement to save the babies, begun 
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‘by M. Budin.

The committee has no inten- 
tion of interfering with the Supreme Court, 
Our duty is simply to prepare briefs in the 
rate cases, upholding the right of states to 
regulate commerce wholly within their bor- 
ders, and file it with the Supreme Court, 

The anti-Federal Court organs which hailed 
with delight a “House of Governors” leading a 
popular revolt against the judiciary, rebuking, 
condemning and assailing the courts are piping 
without dancers. The heralded rebellion is @ 
legal brief. Instead of protesting governors we 
find only pleading lawyers. 

Even at that the proper duties of State execu- 
tives would more become the governors than the 
functions of attorney-generals extraordinary and 
special pleaders at the bar. They might well 
leave this legal task in the hands of the State 
law officers and their assistants. It would be 
more dignified. Possibly the briefs might be 
stronger. )
